UNLESS  McCarthyism  is  to  raise  it 
ugly  head  in  Canada,  something 
better  than  hearsay  will  be  required  to 
support  assertions  of  subversive  literature 
on  the- shelves  of  the  Victoria  Public 
Library.  Canada,  in  common  with  other 
British  nations,  has  followed  the  oj>cn- 
fnre  method  of  dealing  with  books.  rather 
than  attempts  at  repression.  There  have 
been  no  bonfires  of  books  in  this  land,  no 
edicts  such  as  Hitler’s  or  Stalin's  that  one 
book  or  another  must  be  consigned  to  the 
flames.  Good  taste  on  the  part  of  the 
public  in  selecting  its  reading,  and 
maturity  of  thought  in  perusing  it  have 
proved  far  more  effective  than  any  form 
of  censorship. 


To  treat  matters  otherwise,  to  attempt 
to  set  up  any  system  of  censorship  or  of 
thought  control  in  this  country,  would  at 
once  defeat  its  own  ends.  Tlx*  more  sure 
one  is  that  a free  mind  is  the  true  inheri- 
tance of  mankind,  the  more  certain  it 
must  Im*  that  this  possession  cannot  Ik* 
clrcumsrril>ed.  Our  Canadian  way  of  lile 
can  hold  its  own  in  any  and  in  all  com- 
pany and  does  not  need  the  misguided 
zeal  of  censors,  self-appointed  or  other- 
wise. This  is  the  truer  of  any  threat  of 
subversion  than  of  anything  else  in  the 
roster  of  human  affairs— subversion  can- 
not live  in  an  open  mind  or  sap  a free  in- 
tellect. IiOave  the  “burning  of.  the  books" 
to  bigots.  Canadians  can  pick  their  read- 
ing without  help. 


Expanding  Pacific  Trade 


Spn.V  after  the  Oronsay's  call  at  San 
Francisco  last  week  end.  en  route 
from  Vancouver  to  the  Antipodes,  it  was 
announced  by  a director  of  the  Orient 
Line  that  the  service  would  be  continued 
for  at  least  a year.  Whether  or  not  this 
means  additions  to  the  two  experimental 
round-trips  originally  planned  for  1954.  it 
is  not  clear  at  the  moment;  but  in  view  of 
the  spectacular  success  of  the  initial  sail- 
ing if  is  to  be  hoped  that  is  what  the  state- 
ment implied. 

The  Oronsay's  over-subscribed  pas- 
senger list  for  the  current  voyage  is  a 
striking  demonstration  of  the  need  for 
direct  service  by  surface  route  between 
Canada  and  the  southern  Dominions  such 
ns  that  which  the  Canadian-Australasian 
T me  used  to  provide  with  the  Ms.  Aorangi. 
the  Ss.  Niagara  (sunk  by  mine  early  in 
the  last  war)  and  other  ships  before  them. 
The  Oronsay.  the  last  word  in  modern 
seagoing  luxury,  is  1 1 .000  tons  larger  than 
any  of  that  once-famous  line  of  trans- 
pacific passenger  carriers,  and  con- 
sequently there  was  an  element  of  novelty 
in  her  first  experimental  trip.  Even  so. 
ihe  way  in  which  her  space  was  booked 
up  shows  clearly  that  the  relaxation  of 
sea  travel  has  not  lost-  its  appeal. 

Of  course  it  remains  to  he  seen  how 
this  trial  works  out  financially,  and 
whether  or  not  a full  ship  of  the  Oronsay's 
size  will  -=r«oIl  a margin  nf  profit  sufficient 
to  persuade  her  owners  to  establish  a 


scheduled  service,  This  is  a courageous 
venture  on  the  Orient  Line's  part,  though 
that  is  no  reflection  on  the  Canadian* 
Australasian  Line.  The  Aorangi.  with- 
drawn last  spring,  was  overdue  for  the 
shipbreakers'  yard  and  could  not  pay 
operating  expenses  even  with  the  help  of 
temporary  subsidies  put  up  by  Australia, 
New  Zealand  and  Canada.  She  had  to  go. 
and  that  was  all  there  was  to  it.  The 
Oronsay.  in  her  newness,  her  size  and 
her  superior  accommodations,  starts  off 
with  some  advantages  which  the  faithful 
old  Aorangi — in  her  own  day  the  pride  of 
the  Pacific  — lacked  in  the  postwar 
economic  battle  with  the  airlines. 

The  inclusion  of  San  Francisco  in  the 
Oronsay's  route  is  a smart  move.  Before 
tlx*  war  the  C-A  Line  ran  separate  ser- 
vices from  Vancouvcr-Victoria  and  San 
Francisco  to  Australia,  and  the  Oronsay's 
route  comes  as  close  as  practicable  to  a 
combination  of  the  two.  which  may  turn 
out  to  be  a sound  idea  financially,  for  it 
is  noted  that  600  passengers  who  dis- 
embarked at  San  Francisco  were  replaced 
by  600  others. 

It  will  mean  much  to  inter-Dominion 
and  international  trade,  both  tourist  and 
freight,  if  the  regular  service  which  the 
Orient  Line  hopes  to  establish  is  proved 
feasible.  In  many  respects  air  transport 
enjoys  manifest  and  permanent  advan- 
tages over  sea  lanes,  hilt  there  is  still  room 
for  both,  and  there  are  essential  services 
which  airlines  cannot  duplicate— yet. 


Hiding  the  Real  Story 


IN  refusing  to  table  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons the  relevant  -documents  in  the 
Kurt  Meyer  case  the  government  simply 
adds  to  public  uneasiness  over  the  favored 
treatment  avoided  this  former  Nazi 
general  and  convicted  war  criminal. 
Rightly  or  wrongly  the  impression  will 
prevail  that  there  is  some  aspect  of  the 
case  ihe  government  wants  to  hide. 
Otherwise,  it  will  be  asked  why  should  it 
refuse  to  hare  all  the  details  l>efore  the 
elected  representatives  of  the  people? 
Parliament  i«  the  place  where  subjects  are 
supposed  to  he  thoroughly  aired. 

It  seems  apparent  that  the  govern- 
ment long  ago  abdicated  its  right  in  the 
Mover  case  even  though  he  was  primarily 
and  originally. a Canadian  prisoner,  and 
nn  doubt  it  is  none  too  keen  to  have  this 
emphasized  as  it  might  he  if  the  documents 
were  read  in  the  House  When  undet*  fire 
in  parliament  two  years  ago  over  the 
transfer  of  Meyer  from  Canada  to  Ger- 
many the  dofonop  minister  reaffirmed  that 
he  was  still  under  the  control  of  this 
country  and  couldn’t  In’  released  without 
the  express  authority  of  the  Canadian 


government.  That  situation  seemingly 
didn't  last  long.  Six  months  later  a West 
German  peace  contract  with  the  occupy- 
ing powers- -Canada  is  not  one  of  them — 
turned  over  to  a clemency  Itoarrl  the 
power  to  free  Meyer  or  any  other  like' 
prisoner.  Since  West  Germany  has  three 
members  on  this  six-man  hoard  the  sub- 
sequent developments  are  not  surpri-ing. 

It  was  conceded  by  federal  officials  at 
the  time  that  Canada  would  be  required 
to  follow  any  unanimous  recommendation 
of  this  hoard,  and  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons 10  days  ago  Mr.  Claxton.  unwit- 
tingly perhaps,  underscored  this  fact 
when  he  said  that  at  the  recent  review  of 
the  Kurt  Meyer  case  by  this  hoard  Canada 
was  represented  hv  nn  observer.  Not  a 
memlior,  it  will  he  noted,  hut  only  an 
observer.  Thus  approval  of  Meyer's  re- 
lease in  the  near  future  as  outlined  by  the 
nefense  minister  is  but  window  dressing 
so  far  as  the  Canadian  government  is  con- 
cerned, It  slid  out  of  its  direct  responsi- 
bility for  reasons  perhaps  hidden  in  the 
documents  it  now  refuses  tq  let  parliament

Actually,  now,  that's  an  exaggera- 
tion. for  1 don’t  know  him.  I merely 
spoke  to  him  for  a few  moments, 
that's  all.  lie  wasn’t  very  loquacious, 
now  I think  back  on  the  occasion,  but 
doubtless  he  was  preoccupied  with  a 
new  song.  If  coyld  have  been 

“Night  and  Day”  even  for  I've  no 
memory  for  the  year  this  song  first 
hit  the  sheet  music  stands. 

I confess  I was  surprised  by  his 
appearance  What  I expected  I’ve  no 
notion,  but  he  looked  like  what 
George  Raft  looked  like  in  those  days 
when  portraying  a screen  gangster; 
dark,  brooding,  nattily  dressed.  Re. 
member  of  course  that  Raft  was 
always  the  hero  of  his  pictures.  (Per- 
haps I had  seen  one  ihe  night  befoie 
and  wa*  still  mesmerized'. 


Porter  bad  two  meri  with  him:  one

International  Commentary 
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U.S.  Labor  and  Farm  Policy 


By  4A\  G.  HAYDEN,  from  Washington 


REACTION'S  to  President  Elsen- 
hower's politically  crucial  mes- 
sages on  labor  and  larm  policy  indi- 
cate they  have  at  least  done  nothing 
to  weaken  the  combination  of  Repub- 
licans and  Southern  Democrat*  that 
has  dominated  congress  continuously 
for  more  than  a decade. 

Especially  by  their  emphasis  on 
slate,  as  against  federal,  authority  to 
deal  with  strikes,  the  president's  pro- 
posals for  revision  of  the  Taft-H.inley 
Act  made  a great  hit  with  the  leaders 
from  south  of  the  Mason  and  Dixon 
line. 

Based  on  the  uproar  that  attended 
the  resignation  by  Martin  Durkin  of 
the  secretaryship  of  labor  the  South- 
erners along  with  all  other  essentially 
conservative  elements  were  greatly 
fearful  that  President  Eisenhower 
would  go  further  than  heretofore  in 
an  effort  to  appease  the  union  vote. 

Actually,  the  president  offered  no 
more  by  way  of  weakening  strike 
restrictions  than  the  late  Senator  Taft 
passed  through  the  Senate  in  1919. 
And  the  most  conspicuous  new  sug- 
gestion by  Mr.  Elsenhower  -.that  a 
government  sponsored  election  be  re. 
quirod  in  connection  witli  every  strike 
call  in  a definite  stiffening  of  con- 
trol over  union  leadership.  The 
avowed  purpose  of  the  latter  pro- 
vision is  to  make  sure  that  stritW 
are  approved  by  the  worker  rank  and 
file,  as  distinguished  from  the  titular 
union  officials. 

* * * 

Certainly  the  present  Eisenhower 
proposals  are  distinctly  less  favor- 
aide  to  organized  labor  than  the  so- 
called  “working  paper,'  embodying 
19  amendments,  drawn  up  by  Secre- 
tary Durkin  and  other  presidential 
assistants  last  summer.  Failure  of 
the  president  to  send  that  prospectus 


to  Congress  was  named  by  Durkin  as 
a reason  fur  his  retirement  from  the 
cabinet.* 

In  thp  vote  on  the  1919  Taft  amend- 
ments Southern  Jtemocrats  divided, 
12  for,  8 against,  and  on  one  not 
voting  but  announced  In  favor  of  the 
hill.  With  the  retirement  since  then 
n[  such  liberals  as  Claude  Pepper  of 
Florida  and  Frank  Graham  of  North 
Carolina,  the  southern  Democratic 
vote  today  probably  would  be  even 
more  strongly  in  favor  of  Hie  Taft- 
Hartley  law  as  it  stands. 

Southern  senators  especially  from 
Ihe  cotton  belt,  have  been  in  the  fore- 
front of  resistance  to  any  change 
in  the  present  90-per-cent-of-parity 
support  of  farm  prices.  And  so  far 
as  concerns  cotton  that  attitude  will 
persist. 

It  is  notable,  however,  that  Sen. 
Richard  Russell  of  Georgia,  kingpin 
of  th>  cotton  bloc,  grudgingly  com- 
mended “some  parts”  of  Die  Eisen- 
hower program,  anil  that  so  fat  there 
has  been  singularly  calm  comment  by 
other  Southerners,  in  marked  con- 
trast to  their  usual  loud  protests 
against  any  lessening  of  farm 
bounties. 

One  feature  of  the  program  that 
the  Southerners  undoubtedly  approve 
is  “Insulation'  of  $2,500,000,000 
worth  of  farm  commodities,  now  In 
government  storehouses,  from  the 
commercial  market.  The  biggest 
single  government  holding  In  that 
line  is  cotton,  of  which  Mr.  Elsen- 
hower said  the  carry-over  stock  next 
August,  estimated  a(  9.600.000  hates, 
“will  approximate  a full  year'*  do- 
mestic requirement." 

"Our  high  rigid  price-support  pro- 
gram." the  president  said,  “stimulates 
cnmpetitinn  of  foreign  producers  and 
reduces  exports.  During  the  20s  and

In  an  eta  of  rapid  expansion.  Ca- 
nada need*  to  keep  ils  highly  trained 
people  at  home  The  National  Re 
search  Council  ha*  made  a move  ro 
counteract  the  attraction  of  generous’ 
offers  by  the  American*  for  the  ser- 
vices uf  talented  young  Canadians.

He  was 
commenting  on  the  new  Liquor 
Act  and  regulations  pertaining 
to  Victoria.  The  mayor  is  an 
ardent  supporter  of  the  revised 
liquor  laws  hut  feels  strict  oh- 
aervance  of  proper  distilling 
practices  and  regular  govern- 
ment analysis  should  also  have 
been  Included  In  the  new  act. 

Ills  theories  are  contained  In 
* lengthy  hnef  now  In  the  hand* 
of  relevant  government  depart- 
ments. 

In  distillation  he  says  two 
kinds  of  produels  are  given  off 
- ethyl  alcohol  and  amyl  alco- 
hol. The  latter.  In  the  distill.* 
turn  process,  makes  poisonous 
ingredient*  like  fusel  oil.  the 
mayor  s*y*. 

Careful  distillation  and  proper 
aging  in  wood  i during  which 
time  the  amyl  alcohol  1«  ab- 
sorbed by  the  wooden  casks > 
produce  belter  liquor,  he  said. 

"In  the  earlier  days."  the 
mayor  said  In  his  brief,  "it  wa*| 
never  released  from  the  rAsk* 
for  at  least  12  years.  Hut  sup 
pose  the  distiller  wants  more 
gain  I how  often » and  suppose 
he  therefore  allows  a larger  per- 1 
rentage  of  amyl  alcohol  to  flow 
Into  the  elhvl  alcohol  What  a 
poisonous  mixture  then  will 
result  1" 

The  hrief  continues: 

‘‘Suppose  >it«  I am  Informed 
Is  done  In  B,C. > liquor  In  the 
casks  1*  not  even  matured  one 
year  but  only  thus  matured 
NINE  MONTHS ! This  is  done 
on  the  grounds  that  there  is  a 
'new  scientific  method’  of  aging 
alcohol  ...  in  about  nine 
monthn  it  is  flavored,  colored, 
blended,  etc,  and  bottled  for 
User"  .

He  riled  early  statutes  of 
1911  which  defined  the  proper 
proportion  bf  alcohol  in  various 
liquors  and  which  guaranteed 
their  purity. 

The  mayor  said  he  had 
questioned  officials  of  the 
Liquor  Control  Board  and 
found  that  Inspections  are  not 
made  nowadays  and  have  not 
i»een  made  for  many  years. 

I reel  that  regular  check  ups 
would  be  n very  good  thing  to 
prevent  fusel  oil  and  amyl 
alcohol  getting  into  liquor."  he 
said  ’These  thing"  are  rank 
poisons  and  in  any  quantity 
will  kill  you  deader  than  a door- 
nail.”
